| Town Trucks Have 


Saved $2000 Since 


Put Into Operation 

A saving of $2,000 has been rea- 
lized in the public works accounts 
in the past two and a half months 
since the new fleet of trucks have 
been in operation. In issuing the 
figures, the public works officials 
pointed out that the ordinary sav- 
ing in the later life of the trucks 
would be less because at present 
there have been no expenses for 
new tires, and repair expenses have 
been nil. However, the $2000 sav- 
ing is a sizable proportion of the 
$7500 cost of the vehicles. 

The trucks have worked a total 
of 2985% hours. If hired trucks 
had been used to that extent, it 
would have cost $4478. However, 
the cost to the town for its own 
trucks was $2398, including cost of 
driver, gas and oil, depreciation, 
etc. An allowance of $100 has been 
made for depreciation on each 
truck for the 2% month period.

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Woburn’s Mayor 
Tells Of ‘‘Rackets”’ 


The recipe for good government 
is “guts,” according to Mayor Wil- 
liam P. Kane of Woburn who gave 
a talk before the Andover Young 
Republicans last Thursday night. 
He spent most of his time in des- 
cribing what his own “guts” had 
done to eliminate bad govenment 
in Woburn where his defiance of 
organized minorities has won him 
the support of the unorganized ma- 
jority who have no selfish interest 
in the government, 


When he was elected mayor, this 
is what he found and what he un- 
did: trucks worth $75 to $100 were 
being hired at $20 per day; horses 
worth $25 to $50 were being hired 
at $3800 per year; (this $200,000 
saving reduced the tax rate $3.00); 
one school building tripled in size 
required six times as many jani- 
tors; (he cut the school budget 
$100,000 of which $42,000 was for 
janitors); police officers were over 
50 pounds overweight and so not 


fit for duty; (he placed them on 
three old town farm horses, thus 
making both officers and horses 
work and increasing the store bus- 
iness because of the number of 
people the performance brought 
out); there were 215 families on 
relief; (he reduced it to 87 and the 
tax rate $7.30 by cutting out 
“chiselers and fakers’’). 

The talk was enlivened by the 
mayor’s straight-from-the-shoulder 
language. The high spot of the eve- 
ning was his story of his now fam- 
ous cage for drunks, which he said 
provided a two-fold saving: (1) 
only one police officer was needed 
whereas in a cruising car an extra 
man was needed to hold the 
drunks; (2) the one officer wouldn’t 
be so likely to drive down to Re- 
vere for an evening’s pleasure.

“Guts” 


Isn’t the recipe of Mayor Kane 
of Woburn as outlined to the An- 
dover Young Republicans last 
Thursday night one that should be 
adopted elsewhere? According to 
the Mayor, “guts” is what is 
needed for good government. If 
only the officials at the State House 
and at Washington would heed his 
advice, we would have much lower 
tax rates and much fewer foolish 
laws. ; 

Mayor Kane found what other 
public officials find: that in every 
public action, a minority by rea- 
son of its own personal, selfish in- 
terest in the measure, exerts pres- 
ure of varying types. Too often 
that pressure is effective. Too often 
public officials pay so much atten- 
tion to what this minority feels 
about the matter that they over- 
look the feelings of the majority, 
who not personally interested ex- 
cept through their desire that jus- 
tice be done, are not so likely to 
exert pressure. Mayor Kane is the 
type that would just as soon tell 
anybody to take a trip across the 
river Styx, but while that has 
proved effective in Woburn, the re- 
cipe can be used without quite so 
much stirring up. Public officials 
should listen to the views of the 
minority, but they must remember 
that their prime consideration is 
the greatest good of the greatest 
number, ‘whether that greatest 
number expresses its views or not.
